1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 09/15/08. Claims 1-28 
are pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The response 
filed 09/15/08 has established copendency between the instant application and the 
prior-filed international application No. PCT/EP99/06505. Therefore, the instant 
application inherits the benefit claim to the prior-filed international application and, thus, 
disqualifies the applied art of record. The response has placed the instant application in 
a favorable condition for allowance. Therefore, the prior art of record, considered 
individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest a claimed invention, 
comprising, among other things, novel and unobvious limitations of "defining, according 
to said employed one of said differing switching technologies, an incoming logical leg 
and an outgoing logical leg for said received call by using said allocated identifications 
for said incoming side and said outgoing side, respectively, and controlling said 
switching network element for said received call based on said incoming logical leg and 
said outgoing logical leg," structurally and functionally interconnected with other 
limitations in a manner as recited in claims 1-28.
